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The  Third  Pan  American  Consultation  on  Geography  today  ended 
a  9  day  session  on  the  theme  "Geographic  Planning  for  Resource 
Development,"  held  in  the  International  Conference  Suite  of  the 
Department  of  State.  Representatives  of  17  American  Republics  and 
Canada  were  present  and  observers  from  the  following  international 
organizations:  United  Nations,  Organization  of  American  States, 
United  Nations  Educational,  Scientific,  and  Cultural  Organization, 
Food  and  Agriculture  Organization,  Inter-American  Defense  Board, 
Inter-American  statistical  Institute,  the  International  Geographical 
Union,  and  the  Pan  American  Institute  of  Geography  and  History.  Brazil 
sent  a  delegation  of  19,  one  of  the  largest  delegations  in  years  from 
that  country  to  an  international  technical  conference. 

The  Consultation  was  sponsored  by  the  Commission  on  Geography  of 
the  Pan  American  Institute  of  Geography  and  History  and  held  under 
the  auspices  of  the  U.  S.  Government.  The  geography  consultations 
are  held  every  2  or  3  years  in  different  countries  of  the  Americas 
to  develop  and  report  on  programs  carried  on  by  committees  during 
the  years  between  consultations.  The  First  Consultation  was  held  at 
Rio  de  Janeiro  in  1949  and  the  Second  at  Santiago,  Chile,  in  1950.

WHEREAS

regularly  and  periodically  fulfill  its  function  as  a  vehicle  for  the 
publication  of  hitherto  unpublished  works  and  current  bibliographical

(b)  It  is  necessary  to  increase  the  dissemination  of  the  knowledge 
of  geography  both  among  teachers  and  among  the  general  public,  which 
purpose  may  be  attained  through  the  publication  of  a  review  of  a  more 
popular  nature; 

(c)  It  is  advisable  to  publish  an  American  Geographical  Bibliography 
similar  to  the  Bibliographic  Bulletin  of  American  Anthropology  which  the 
PAIGH  publishes} 

(d)  There  is  also  need  for  an  American  Geographic  Almanac  or  small 
Geographic  Yearbook,  of  a  popular  nature,
